Council awards tender for 
Ridgeway civic square

The construction process on a new 
amenity in downtown Ridgeway is 
about to begin. 

At Tuesday's council-in-committee 
meeting, staff was given direction by 
local politicians to award tender to 
Stevensville Lawn Service for the 
amount of $747,545 for the Ridgeway 
Village Square. 

The approval also included a deci¬ 
sion by council to reassign funds from 
two other projects, the Douglastown 
footpath replacement and the 
Highland-Farr watermain replacement. 
A total of $175,000 from both of these 
projects will be contributed to the vil¬ 
lage square development. 

The addition to the downtown core 
of Ridgeway was identified as a revital¬ 
ization strategy for the area during the 
neighbourhood plan process. 


undertaken with the aim of identifying 
community interests and priorities to 
create a common vision for develop¬ 
ment of the village square site. 

Some of the Town of Fort Erie's goals 
with this project is to provide a devel¬ 


opment that will embrace and reflect 
the identity of Ridgeway by serving as a 
community focal point that can show¬ 
case the unique historical significance 
of the business district. 

It is also expected to serve as a multi¬ 
purpose civic space dedicated for year- 
round entertainment and community 
interaction that will support nearby 
activities of the commercial core, busi¬ 
nesses and farmer's market. 

Elements of the project include an 
open air pavilion, a gateway feature 
and a water feature, in addition to land¬ 
scaping and decorative paving that by 
design, would pay homage to the old 
railway station that used to exist on the 

In September 2012, council directed 
staff to replace a fountain feature with a 
cost effective flow-through ground level 
splash pad alternative with the aim of 
meeting the project's goals, while 
reducing an anticipated $227,836 fund¬ 
ing shortfall. 

Construction is expected to be com¬ 
plete by the end of May, 2013. 

Ward 4 Coun. John Hill is excited to 
see this project becoming a reality. 

"I think moving forward with this will 
add to and compliment the downtown 
core of Ridgeway," said Hill.

over how to move forward 


with Ridgeway-Crystal 
Beach High School (RCBHS), 
Fort Erie Secondary School 
(FESS) and Port Colbome 
High School. 

Council voted in favour of 
closing FESS and RCBHS, to 
consolidate the two school 
populations under one roof 
on a new site, contingent of 
funding from the Ministry of 
Education. 

Closing both high schools 
and building a new one in a 
central location is the direc¬ 
tion being supported by 
council and the accommo¬ 
dation review committee. 


About three weeks ago. 
Ward 1 Coun. Stephen 
Passero, along with Ward 4 
Coun. John Hill made a pre¬ 
sentation to the panel to

explain the proposal. 

Passero feels this will be a 
way for the community to 
share a common goal, ben- 
efitting local youth. 


He said acting as a divid¬ 
ed community "won't do us 
any favours." 

Rick Brady, the town's 
senior planner and also a 
member of the review com¬ 
mittee, said having ameni¬ 
ties like the skatepark, 
Leisureplex and YMCA sit¬ 
ting so close to the proposed 
site, will provide benefits for 
the District School Board of 
Niagara when making a 
business case to the prov- 

"All these things will make 
it easier for the school board 
to get funding," said Brady. 


He estimated the new 
school would cost about $24 
million. 

Ward 4 Coun. John Hill 
agreed that maintaining the 
history of both FESS and 
RCBHS is integral, but times 
are changing and a new 
school will be a part of a 
brand new era in Fort Erie. It 
will give students an oppor¬ 
tunity put their footprint on 
a new piece of local heri¬ 
tage. 

"I would not want to see 
us lose that history, but see 
it integrated into a new cen¬ 
tralized location," said Hill. 


Operating and capital budgets finalized 


Council has approved the 2013 
operating and capital budgets. 

The operating budget of $20.7 
million results in a 4.11 per cent 
property tax increase on the 
Town's portion of the tax bill. 

"This budget assures that the 
Town continues to focus on 
core services while at the same 
time, building for the future," 
said Mayor Doug Martin. 

Council has also approved 
$400,000 to be placed in the 
capital reserves for infrastruc¬ 
ture projects. 

The capital budget of nine 
million dollars includes key 
projects for 2013 such as 
improvements to the Optimist 
Park soccer field, facility 
improvements, the replace¬ 
ment of a number of fleet vehi¬ 
cles, Catherine Street and High 
Street service improvements 
and a cost sharing agreement 
with the Region to replace the 
Central Avenue Bridge. 

Council's approval of the 
budget translates into a 4.11 
per cent increase on the medi¬ 


an household, assessed at 
$175,360. 

When the Region and educa¬ 
tion portions are factored in, it 
equates to a 1.12 per cent 


increase. 

The monthly impact on the 
total property tax bill results in an 
increase of $2.37 per month or

"We're here as individual 
Canadian citizens, fighting 
for our rights," said Bernie

Z What is the Healthy Homes Renovation Tax Credit? 

The Healthy Homes Renovation Tax Credit (HHRTC) is a refundable personal 
tax credit claimed when filing your tax return to assist with the cost of permanent 
home modifications that improve accessibility or help a senior (65 or older) be more 
functional or mobile at home. The credit would be worth up to $1,500 each year, 
calculated as 15% of up to $10,000 in eligible expenses and is not income based. 
This can apply to claims by different people in respect of a shared home i.e. parents 
living in your home. The types of expenses that qualify are, for example: wheelchair 
ramps, walk-in tubs, hand rails, chair lifts, motion-activated lighting etc. In some
